Haoquarle Island, Between Tasmania 


and the Antarctic Continent, Is 


the Center of a Promising 


Commercial Enterprise. 


What Is probably tho most southerly 


Industry o£ the world la being carried 
on at Macquarle island, about halfway 
between Tasmania and tho Antarctic 
:onttneut,. In capturo of penguins for 
iheir oil. 
Macquarle Island belongs 


:o,tho Btato of Tasmania, and has an 
area of about 25,000 acres, being about 
••wenty-flvo miles long and,five miles 
,vlde. 
The island Is leased by, the 


Tasmania 
government 
to 
Joseph 


(latch, who has established a penguin 
ill industry there. Recently meeting 
Mr. Hatch, I 'obtained tho following 
particulars from him: 


There are probably 80,000,000 pcn- 


suins on the Island, so that the stock 
to bo drawn from seems almost limit- 
less. 
There BTB also a large number 


Jf sea elephants about the shores of 
this Island. The oil l» obtained from 
the penguins by boiling the carcasses 
in digesters capable of dealing with 
SOO birds at a time. Tha tops of the 
digesters are fastened down and steam 
ipplled until about twenty-five pounds 
pressure Is abtalned. 
The steam is 


then turned off and water pumped into 
the bottoms of the digesters, this 
causing the oil to rise, when It Is 
'aliken oH the top by a tap. 


Tho oil is placed in barrels and sold 


to binder twine makers In Australia 
and New Zealand. There Is a good 
•narket for all tho oil that Is produced

In;all the speechifying at the state convention of the third- 


term"party "supporters at Concord Thursday, no justification for 
the/formation of a new political party by those who have been 
Honored by or been active in the Republican party here was ad- 
vanced.

in the history of the country. Jt was plainly constructed with the 
view of enticing voters of every condition not irrevocably fixed in 
their allegiance to some other party. Since the directors of the 
party have been so prominent in the anti-railroad corporation atti- 
tude,' and so denunciatory of the railroad in politics, with any 
other aggregation, it would be surprising that they should be the 
..first to virtually bring railroads back into politics, by their strong 
pronouncement in favor of the Grand Trunk, and just when the 
people of the state were justly congratulating themselves thai 
railroad corporations had been effectively and forever driven out 
of politics in New Hampshire.—Manchester Mirror.
